Similar probes were made at 


the Winter Olympics in Greno- 
ble, France, after skiers at one 
time were forced to cover the 
brand names on their skis. 


Amateurs are prohibited from 


accepting pay for using specific 
brands of equipment, although 
such payments are common for 
professional athletes such as 
golfers.

FORT WORTH, Tex. (AP) - 


Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, in a tight race with Re- 
publican Richard M. Nixon for 
Texas' 25 electoral votes, wel- 
comed Gov. John Connally to 
Ids presidential campaign today 
and predicted he would win the 
state in November. 


Connally, who sat out an ear- 


lier Humphrey campaign tour, 
has since joined Sen. Ralph 
Yarborough, leader of a liberal 
Democratic party wing long at 
odds with Connally, in support 
of Humphrey. 


"When you've got John Con- 


nally and Ralph Yarborough on 
your side how can you lose?" 
said Humphrey In remarks pre- 
pared for an airport rally at 
Fort Worth. 


Polls taken by the Democrats 


show Humphrey leading Nixon 
by two to four percentage points 
and widening his lead. But the 
Republicans have polls showing 
Nixon ahead and most observ- 
ers rate the state a toss-up. 


Third party candidate George 


C. 
Wallace is also running 


strong in Texas with polls giv- 
ing him 20 to 25 per cent of the 
vote. 


Humphrey criticized Wallace, 


saying he "dishes out some 
mighty tough talk about law and 
order 
and claim;; to be the 


friend of the working man. If it 
weren't so serious, it would be 
ridiculous." 


Humphrey 
said 
that 
when 


Wallace was governor of Ala- 
bama the state had the highest 
murder rate in the country and 
the third lowest wages for its 
working people.

SECTION 4—THE ARKANSAS DAIRY 


COMMISSION 
A CREATION AND ORGANIZATION 
OF THE COMMISSION 
There Is hereby created a Commission 
to be known as the Arkansas Dairy 
Commission which shall consist of five 
(B) members. Two (2) members of the 
Commission, Including successors to the 
Initial appointees, shall be consumers, 
and shall represent consumers, but no 
such consumer that Is appointed shall 
have any Interest financially In any 
processor, distributor, or retailer doing 
business In the State of Arkansas or 
required to be licensed under this Act. 
One (1) member, Including successors 
to the Initial appointees, shall represent 
retailers on the Commission. Such mem- 
ber shall be an owner, officer or em- 
ployee of a retailer. Two (2) members, 
Including successors to the Initial ap- 
pointees, shall represent processors. Each 
such member shall be an owner, officer 
or employee of a processor. One of the 
processor members. shall be engaged In 
processing frozen dairy product1!. 
Each Commission member shall be a 


citizen of the State, and may be ap- 
pointed without regard to his place of 
residence In the State, except that no 
two members shall reside In or have 
their principal places of business In the 
same county. Each member shall be 
appointed by the Governor for his quali- 
fications to administer and enforce this 
Act and to accomplish the legislative 
Intent In the manner prescribed by the 
terms and provisions of this Act. Each 
appointment shall be subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. 


B. TERMS OF MEMBERS 
The Initial five members appointed to 
the Commission shall determine by lot 
which one shall serve for a two year 
term, which one shall serve for a three 
year term, which one shall serve for a 
four year term, which one shall serve 
for a five year term and which one shall 
serve for a six year term. The terms of 
all members appointed upon the expira- 
tion of the first terms of each of the 
members first appointed shall be five 
(5) years. In the event of a vacancy on 
the Commission because of the death 
of a member, or his Inability to act, orj.' 
similar causes, the Governor shall ap- ' 
point a successor for the remainder of 
the term of the member whose office Is 
vacant. If the vacancy is occasioned by 
expiration of a term the Governor shall 
appoint a successor. In either event; 
the persons appointed shall meet the 
qualifications and restrictions set forth 
In Subsection A of this Section, so that 
the composition and representation of 
the Commission shall not be changed. 
C. COMPENSATION OF MEMBERS 
Members of the Commission shall re- 
ceive Twenty Dollars (J20.00) per day 
for each day spent In attending meet- 
Ings of the Commission, and In nprf^rm- 
Ing such duties as may be required of 
them by law or by the rules of practice 
or regulations of the Commission, and 
shall receive reimbursement for such 
actual and necessary expenses as are 
Incurred In the performance of such 
official duties. 


D. MEETINGS AND QUORUM 
The members of the Commission shall 
annually elect a Chairman and a Vice- 
Chairrnan at the first meeting of the 
Commission. The Chairman shall preside 
at 
all Commission meetings, except 


when the Chairman Is not present, at 
which time the Vice-Chairman shall pre- 
side at meetings of the Commission. 
The date, time and place of the first 
meeting of the Commission shall be 
fixed by the Governor. Thereafter the 
convening of the Commission shall be 
determined by a quorum of the Com- 
mission, or by Commission rule; pro- 
vided, nothing shall prohibit the conven- 
ing of the Commission at any time at 
the call of the Chairman or Vice-Chair- 
man when either believes that circum- 
stances warrant the convening of the 
Commlusion. Three (3) members of the 
Commission shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business of the 
Commission. Any action by the Commis- 
sion which Involves the exercise of a 
quasi-legislative 
function 
or an ad- 
judlcatory function of the Commission 
shall require the affirmative vote of a 
majority of all members of the Commis- 
sion. All other actions of the Commis- 
sion may be taken upon the majority 
vote of a quorum of the Commission 
present. 


E. OFFICE OF THE COMMISSION 
The Commission shall have Its princi- 
pal office In Little Rock, Arkansas. 
SECTION 5—EMPLOYEES OF T H E 
COMMISSION 
The Commission shall employ an ex- 
ecutive director and auch assistants 
and employees, permanent and tempo- 
rary, a* may be necessary to carry out 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
Commission under the provisions of thl* 
Act. 
The Commission shall determine 
the qualifications, duties and compen- 
sation of such employees. Employee* of 
the Commission shall be reimbursed for 
their expenses in accordance with rule* 
established 
by the Commission. The 


Commission shall employ a licensed 
attorney of the State of Arkansas as It* 
chief counsel. Such attorney may nerve 
on a full-time basis. The Commission 
may obtain the service* of euch addi- 
tional attorney at It deem* necessary. 
The Commission may also contract 
for auditing, economic research, and 
other technical service*, whenever it 
determine* that such services a re needed. 
SECTION 6—GENERAL POWERS OF 
THE COMMISSION 
The Commission 1* hereby declared to 
be the instrumentality of the State of 
Arkansas for the purpose of administer- 
ing the provision* of this Act and of 
executing the legislative Intent herein 
expressed. The Commission Is hereby 
delegated the power to supervise, In- 
vestigate, and regulate the dairy In- 
dustry engaged 
In 
the 
business of 
processing, manufacturing, storing, dis- 
tributing, and selling milk product* and 
frozen dairy product* In the State of 
Arkansas. However, such power ihall 
not extend to health regulations. 
The Commlwlon may upon complaint, 
or upon Its own motion. Investleate, 
*tudy, hold hearing*, ls*ue subpoenae* 
in the exercise of It* adjudlcatory func- 
tions In accordance with the adminis- 
trative procedure act, and take «uch 
other action a« It mav deem necessary 
to exercise the authority and perform 
the duties delegated to. or imposed yr on, 
the Commission by this Act. In the 
course of the Commission'* InvestiKa- 
tlons. studies, hearing*, or other action, 
any member or authorized renrewnta- 
tlve of the Commission may administer 
oath* and may interrogate witnesses un- 
der oath. Any investigation, hearing, 
gtudv, or enforcement action by tn> 
Commission shall be conducted ID com- 
pliance with all applicable provision* of 
this Act.

through programs approved by the com- 
mission after public hearing pursuant to 
Section 11 rtf this Act. 
SECTION 7—COMMISSION AUTHOR!" 
TY AS TO INVKSTIGAT1ONS, LI- 
CENSES, RECORDS AND REPORTS 
A. ENTRY, INSPECTION, AND IN- 
VESTIGATION. 
The Commission, or any of its au- 
thorized 
representatives, 
shall 
have 
access to, and may enter at all reason- 
able hours, all places In the State or 
out of the State operated by licensees 
where raw milk, milk products or frozen 
dairy products are produced, stored, 
processed, manufactured, frozen, distrib- 
uted, or sold, or where the licensee 
maintains books, papers, accounts, rec- 
ords, or other documents related to such 
activities. The Commission or any of Its 
authorized representatives may Inspect, 
photograph, photostat or otherwise copy 
any of such books, papers, 
records, 
accounts, or documents and audit the 
same, all for the purpose of determining 
whether or not the provisions of this 
Act and of any lawful regulations and 
stabilization plans of the Commission 
are being compiled with. 
The Commission, or any of Its au- 
thorized representatives, shall also have 
authority to Inspect, and make copies 
of, books, papers, records, accounts or 
other documents of persons doing busi- 
ness with licensees as to transactions 
affecting such business. 
Any Information gained by the Com- 
mission or its representatives throtiKh 
such entry. Inspection, or Investigation 
shall be treated ns confidential by the 
Commission and Its representatives nnd 
shall be used only for the administra- 
tion of this Act. 
Any member or representative of the 
Commission who shall divulge any In- 
formation secured while a representa- 
tive of the Commission, except when 
called upon to testify In any duly called 
or noticed proceedings before the Com- 
mission, or In proceedings In any court 
wherein the Commission Is a partv, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be fined not loss 
than One Hundred Dollars CS100.00) or 
not more than One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) provided, that nothing con- 
tained In this Act shall prevent the use 
of any Information procured by the 
Commission or Its authorized representa- 
tives In the compiling and dissemination 
of general statistical data, containing 
Information procured from a number of 
licensees, and compiled In such manner 
so as not to reveal Individual Informa- 
tion for any licensee. 
B. LICENSES REQUIRED

If one person performs at a 
single business location two or more 
licensed functions under this Act, such 
as that of processor and retailer, such 
person shall obtnbv, a license from the 
Commission for each such function.

shall be required to obtain only one li- 
cense for all such machines. Persons 
not having a fixed place of business in 
Arkansas, but who make sales of milk 
products or frozen dairy products, In the 
State of Arkansas shall also be required 
to obtain a license from the Commission. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to 
have, receive, or deal In milk products, 
or frozen dairy products, as a broker, 
factor, or consignee for any license un- 
less such person has the same type of 
license as the licensee for whom such 
person acts. No person or licensee shall 
take any action with respect tc milk 
products, or frozen dairy products, If 
he has reason to believe that the trans- 
action In such products Is In violation of 
the provisions of this Act. 
C. LICENSE APPLICATIONS 
Applications for licenses or renew- 
als thereof shall be made on forms 
prepared and furnished by the Commis- 
sion. A fee of One Dollar (|1.00) shall 
be paid to the Commission for each 
license. A retailer operating more than 
one place of business may apply in a 
single application for licenses for all 
such places of business. The Commis- 
sion shall require the applicant for a 
license to set out In the application 
such facts concerning the applicant, and 
the nature of the business that the ap- 
plicant proposes to conduct, as the Com- 
mission deems necessary for the admin- 
istration of this Act. Licenses Issued 
hereunder by the Commission shall ex- 
pire one year from the date of Issuance. 
Applications for renewal of such licenses 
shall be made annually at least 90 days 
prior to said expiration date. All Initial 
applications for licenses shall be made 
within BO days after the effective date 
of this Act. 
Each application for a license or for a 
renewal of a licensee shall have Included 
thereon an affidavit form to be executed 
by the chief executive officer, any of- 
ficer specifically authorized to sign, or 
owner or officer of each processing plant

AR°DESCraNAT10N OF DISTRIBU- 
TION MARKETING AREAS 
The Commission shall, upon com- 
pliance with the public hearing proce- 
dures provided for In Section 11 of this

areas, describe the territorial extent 
thereof, and designate the same by name 
or number. Upon compliance with such 
hearing procedures, the Commission may 
Increase or decrease the number of dis- 
tribution marketing areas, combine one 
or more distribution marketing areas, or 
alter the boundaries of such areas. The 
Commission shall designate distribution 
marketing areas which It deems neces- 
sary or advisable to effectuate the pur- 
poses of this Act, and In which areas 
the Commission finds that conditions 
affecting the processing, distribution and 
sale of milk products and frozen dairy 
products are reasonably uniform.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Ramsey Clark, charged by 
Republicans with being lax on 
law and order, says the begin- 
ning operation of a federal 
agency marks a "new era in 
criminal Justice." 


Clark, commenting Monday at 


the swearing in of the IAW En- 
forcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration's top three officials, 
predicted swift growth for the 
agency from a $63-m/.llion start 
to a billion-dollar operation, 
a billion-dollar operation. 


"This ceremony marks the 


beginning of a new era in crimi- 
nal justice," Clark said. "It is 
the major opportunity of this 
century to fully professionalize 
law enforcement, modernize the 
judiciary and provide improve- 
ments In the corrections field." 


The agency, set up under the 


omnibus 
crime control bill 


passed by Congress in June, 
also will channel funds to local 
and state law enforcers to train 
and equip personnel and upgrade 
salaries. 


Chief Justice Eearl Warren of 


the Supreme Court officiated at 
the ceremony outside Clark's of- 
fice at which agency's adminis- 
trator Patrick V. Murphy and 
associate administrators Wesley

Reference to cranking up the 


old machine was a double slam 
at his Democratic opponent,

Rockefeller also said he would 


Invoke the veto If the 1969 leg* 
islature attempted to emascu* 
late the two*yearold Freedom 
of Information Act, 


The governor said he was 


proud that the act passed dur« 
ing his administration and that 
he was pleased with Monday's 
Arkansas Supreme Court ruling 
on the act. 


He called the act a "great 


step forward." 


Rockefeller made a stronger 


appeal than usual for a new 
Constitution, saying, "Arkansas 
is moving into the 20th Cen* 
tury.

Catcalls and 
Chants Greet 
Gov. Wallace

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - 


George C. Wallace, hit on the 
shoulder by an apple core, spent 
the day In Wisconsin Tuesday 
trying to speak above chants 
and catcalls. Eggs and tomatoes 
thrown at him missed. 


At Racine, Wis., his car was 


surrounded by shouting youths. 
Secret Service agents and Ala- 
bama state troopers accompa- 
nying the third-party presiden- 
tial candidate had to force their 
way through the crowd to get 
Wallace out of the car. 


Wallace sought votes from la- 


bor union members in Ohio to- 
day where he cam? to deliver a 
major labor speech at Youngs- 
town. 


Moments before his car was 


surrounded, Wallace who re- 
ceived 34 per cent of the votes 
In the 1964 Democratic presiden- 
tial primary in Wisconsin, had 
spoken at a crowded auditorium 
In downtown-Racine.. 


He encountered sporadic out- 


bursts of heckling there, but 
noae of the sustained shouting 
and booing which almost kept 
him from being heard during 
his appearance at Oshkosh. 


Wallace left the Racine Audi- 


torium to drive one block to a 
hotel to address a $25-a-plate 
fund-raising dinner. When his 
car reached the entrance, it was 
surrounded by shoving, shouting 
youths who maned to push 
the automobile Into another 
ahead of it. 


Racine police took two youths 


Into custody and finally cleared 
the street. The crowd was still 
outside an hour later when Wal- 
lace left the hotel under heavy 
escort, and drove back to Mil- 
waukee to spend the night. 


At Oshkosh shortly after noon, 


several hundred hecklers wore 
on hand as he spoke In a down- 
town square. Eggs, tomatoes 
and apple cores were thrown at 
him. 


One apple core struck Wallace 


In the shoulder. He told the 
crowd; "It's all right. It'll wash 
off."Then, pointing to the protest- 
Ing students, he added; "That's 
bunch of anarchists." 


At Oshkosh and again at Ra- 


cine, he spotted young m-an with 
long hair and quipped: "H, 
sweetie. 
Oh, 
pardon mo, I 


thought you were a she, but 
you're a he. It's hard for m<- to 
tell the boys from the girls 
around here." 


His supporters In the audience 


cheered

"will stop this whole moss of 
investigation of the commission- 
ers."Gov. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller 


had announced earlier that he 
would attempt to oust some 
members of the commission for 
m^conduct in office. 


Hackler said the man refused 


to Identify himself but said he 
had just talked with Farris and 
"informed him how to get in 
todch with me through Mr. 
Odell Pollard." 


Hackler quoted the man as 


saying the commission would 
receive a contract in the mail 
for the recodiflcation of com- 
m/ssion laws but that the Ar- 
kansas Game and Fish Com- 
mission should be inserted in 
place of the Soil and Water 
Conservation Commission In the 
contract.
